» The entire portion of the syllabus has to be completed within 8 months as per the 
above plan, from June to January of an academic year. 


» February and March can be used as reserve time for absorbing holidays and extra 
curricular activities like competitions, school annual day, annual anjuman etc. 


» Each Unit has to be completed within four weeks, and the subsequent two weeks 
are to be reserved for activities, exercises and exams etc, so that the lessons 
taught in the Unit are thoroughly memorised. 


» Teachers are expected to do a preliminary study before teaching a particular 
lesson so that they implant the morals in the tender minds of the children in the 
light of Qur'an and Sunnah, so that they inculcate good manners, ethics and 
values right from childhood. 


» Students should be given different activities, like: 
» Pasting names and words on the thermocol sheets. 
» Pasting the supplications and Ahadith.

Life in Madinah 


The Prophet 45: lived in Madinah for 10 years. 


During this period many commands of Islam 
were revealed, like : 


Aqeedah - Belief/Tawheed 

Ibadaat - Prayers/Salaah 
Muamalaat - Transactions W. 
Akhlaaq - Manners Se f 
Zakaat - The Obligatory Charity 
Sawm - Fasting 

Hajj - Pilgrimage to Makkah 
Enjoining good and forbidding evil, etc 


The Prophet 2% departed from this world after these 
ten years of His 44 life in Madinah. 
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Dua on Any Kind of Loss 
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Inna Lillaahi Wa inna Ilaihi Rajroon 
"Indeed we belong to Allaah, and indeed to 


Him we will return.” 
(Suratul Baqarah: 156) 


Miswaak before Wuzu 


The Prophet 2& said: Doing Miswaak is a cause of a cleansed 
mouth, and of the pleasure of Allaah. 

Doing the Miswaak anytime is recommended, and is also a 
sunnah, however, doing it during the following five times is a 
sunnah and also has a great significance. 


1} At the time of making wuzu 

2) At the time of the prayers 

3) At the time of recitation of the Quran 
4) When you wake up from sleep 

5} When the state of one's mouth changes

Suratul Baqarah 2: 285-286 
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Translation 28 


The Messenger has believed in what was revealed to him 
from his Lord, and [so have] the believers. All of them have 
believed in Allaah and His angels and His books and His 
messengers, [saying], "We make no distinction between any 
of His messengers." And they say, "We hear and we obey. 
[We seek] Your forgiveness, our Lord, and to You is the [final] 
destination." (285) 


Allaah does not charge a soul except [with that within] its 
capacity. It will have [the consequence of] what [good] it has 
gained, and it will bear [the consequence of] what [evil] it 
has earned. "Our Lord, do not impose blame upon us if we 
have forgotten or erred.

A comer came and started taking handfuls of the 
foodstuff (of the Sadaqa) (stealthily). | took hold of him and said, 
"By Allaah, | will take you to Allaah's Messenger 2." He said, "I am 
needy and have many dependents, and | am in great need. 
released him, and in the morning Allaah's Messenger 2% asked me, 
"What did your prisoner do yesterday?" | said, "O Allaah's 
Messenger 451 The person complained of being needy and of 
having many dependents, so, | pitied him and let him go." Allaah's 
Messenger 2% said, "Indeed, he told you a lie and he will be coming 
again." 


I believed that he would show up again as Allaah's Messenger كك‎ 
had told me that he would return. So, | waited for him watchfully.

Allaah's Apostle said, "Verily, he told you a lie and he will 
return."

Allaah's Messenger 4 
asked, "What are they?" | replied, "He said to me, 'Whenever you go to 
bed, recite from the beginning to the епа  Aayat-ul-Kursi 
--'Allaahu Laa ilaaha Ша huwal Hayyul Qayyum'--. He further said to 
me, (И you do so), Allaah will appoint a guard for you who will stay with 
you, and no Satan will come near you till morning. The companions 
were very keen to do good deeds. The Prophet & said, "He really spoke 
the truth, although he is an absolute liar. Do you know whom you were 
talking to, these three nights, 0 Abu Hurairah?" Abu Hurairah said, "No." 
Не # said, "It was Satan." (Sahih Bukhari: 2311) 


W Dear Children! From the above Hadith we learnt that we should read 
Aayatul Kursi every day before sleeping so that Allaah will protect us from 
Satan, In-Shaa-Allaah.
